TUNNEL OR BRIDGE? 
Sie Robert Perks Thinks the Former 
Would Be Better at Quebec. 


The question us to whether the ill- | 


fated Quebee bridge should be replac- 
ad by a tunnel instead of by another 
werhead structure was discussed by 
Sir Robert Perks, Bart., in an inter. 
view with The Standard, z 

In view of the fact that tenders will 
be called early in May for the con- 
struction of a bridge the plans of 
wineh have been strongly condemned 
by The Scientitic American, the ques. 
tion Is one of great public importance, 
There are few men more competent 
than Sir Robert Perks to pronounce 
ou the relative merits of bridge versus 
tunnel, for the firm of which he is the 
head has carried out some of the 
ereatest engineering works of modern 
times, including the Manchester Ship 
Canal and the famous Severn Tunnel. 
His firm also prepared the plans for 
the now defunct scheme of building 
the Channel Tunnel between England 
and France, which scheme was killed 
by the War Office; while the firm is 
how completing the first tunnel 
through the Andes, to connect Argen- 
tina and Chile by railway. 

“The proposal to construct a tunnel 
instead of the proposed Quebee bride 
is a perfectly feasible one,” said Sir 
Robert recently, “and undoubtedly 
in the long run a tunnel would prove 
far more satisfactory. The St. Law. 
rence River at that point is no wider 
than the Severn River at the point 
where we constructed the Severn Tun- 
nel, That tunnel connecting England 
with South Wales, under what is rear 
ly the Bristol Channel, is, with its 
Approaches, about eight miles lony, 
and took four years to build. 

“T take it that a tunnel and ap- 
proaches for the St. Lawrence River 
would have to be about the same 
length. One of the great difticulties 
to be encountered, however, in replace 
ing the bridge by a tunnel, is the fact 
that the railways which would make 
use of it have all been built on the 
high level, and the grades would have 
to be changed for tremendous dis- 
tances, 

“As to the question of cost, the 
bridge would cost, I should say, $12,- 
500.000, and you can safely put the 
cost of a tunnel at three times the 
cost of a bridge. The Severn Tunnel 
cost $25,000,000." 

“How does the cost of maintenance 
compare?” Sir Robert was asked 

“The maintenanee of a tunnel is 
very muc! ess than the maintenance 
of a bricur he rephed. “With a 
bridge tl isa very large annual 
sum to be spent for maintenance, and 
then you vt msider that a 
continual deterioration, 
With a tunnel, these conditions apply 
to oa mur nore modified extent, so 
that in th ny funn tunnel is cheap.

LOCOMOTION’S PROGRESS. 


Edinburgh Cannot Decide Who Was 
Irventor of Pneumatic Tire. 


The dispute arose about a statue. 
Who invented the pneumatic tire? To 
whom should Edinburgh give honor in 
bronze or marble—to R. W. Thomson, 
who patented an air filled tire in Is45, 
or to John Dunlop, who invented the 
pneumatic tire in 1888? The dispute 
enrries the imagination back over one 
of the most astonishing episodes in 
industrial history. 

Tt was in 1845 that Thomson patent. 
ed the idea of affixing a “belt” filled 
with compressed air to the rim of a 
‘arriuge wheel, and, although his in- 
vention never came into practical use 
re showed great knowledge of the 
good effects which would fsllow from 
the use of the pneumatic tire. 

Forty-three years later John Dun- 


op, Without any knowledge of the 
Thomson invention, patented a pnen- 
uitic tire, The safety bieyele had 


then come into vogue, but its wheels 
sere shod with solid rubber tires, Mr 
Dunlop's littl son possessed a tri- 
‘yele, and as the Dunlops then lived 
in’ Belfast and the Irisn roads were 
f{ very bad surface this veterinary 
surgeon applied a rubber tube filled 
ith comoressed air, and it: afforded 
auch comfort to the rider that Mr 
ualop brought the idea before adult 
yelists, and some enthusiasin was 
roused, But Mr, Dunlop would have 
uurdly been more successful in Iss 
than Thomson in 1845 had not anoth- 
rman uppeared on the scene, 
Harvey du Cros was at that time a 
roiuiaent figure in Trish sporting cir- 


‘les, and his sons were famous for 
their prowess in eyele racing. With 
‘rue business instinet Mr. du Cros 


saw the immense possibilities of the 
pueumuatic tire for eycles, and he 
tirew himeelf heart and soul into the 
work of making this crude invention 
vracticuble. His early efforts were 
reet-d with derision, 

Then Mr, du Cros took a band of 
lrish cyclists, including his sons and 
R. J. Mecredy to England, and they

Little Place In Staffordshire Where 
Bard Lived After His Marriage is 
to Be the Site of a Water Supply 
for Ashbourne, But House May Be:

(and the idol of his own,” as Byrom

This great 
work displays much of the = true 
patriot in Moore, and is in the same 
tenor as many of the “Trish Melodies” 
and “National Airs” of an immediate- 
ly preceding date, 
| Tt at once gained a suecess rivalling 
| that which Scott and Byron enjoye:, 
and broueht him a European, a world. 
wide fame. No English poem of that 
period was so frequently quoted, an 
none more widely translated, The 
poet had shut himself up in his soli- 
tury cottage, with a vast array cf 
books upon the Kast, and in this re- 
tirement, with the jnfinite gift of tak- 
ing pains, produced his chef doe: vre. 
It wes during this period that the 
long acquainturce with Lord Byrom 
begun--a friends Mee started by «a

In 1817 the home at Mayfield was 
transferred to Sloperton, Moore waa 
a devoted father, and the fact that 
one of his children, a daughter, liy 
in the churchyard at Ashbourne, 
exused him no little distress, and con- 
tributed doubtless towards his deei- 
sion to leave the neighborhood, 

The topical point of interest about 
Moore's cottage (shown herewith) is 
that the local council have decided 
to uequire it together with the 
orchard attached as a site for a new 
water supply.

Syron’s Boynooa. 

In view of the tribute by the city 
of Aberdeen to the memory of Lord 
Byron, T. P.’s Weekly recalls some 
incidents of the poet’s boyhood there. 


| We read: 


At the age of five, or a little earlier, 
Byron was sent to his first day 
school. This was the school in the 
Long Acre kept by Mr. Bowers, who, 
by reason of his dapper figure, was 
known as “Bodsy" Bowers. When 
Moore was making his inquiries the 
school had passed under the master: 
ship of Mr. David Grant, who was 
known as » compiler of school books. 
In 1821 Byron wrote down his mem- 
ories of his various Aberdeen schools. 
“Bodsy"” Bowers’, he tells us, was a 
schoul for both sexes. Of his progress 
there he gives this brief and quaint 
summary. “LT leased filile there, 
except to repeat by rote the first les- 
son of Monosyllables—‘God made 
man, let us love him’—by hearing it 


J often repeated, without acquiring 4 


letter.” His next preceptor was more 
successful, He was a “very decent, 
slever, little clergyman named Ross, 
afterwards minister of one of the 
kirks (East, I think), Under him TI 
made an astonishing progress, and I 
recollect to this day his mild man- 
ners and good-natured painstaking.” 
It was under Mr. Ross, apparently, 
that Byron's mind first woke to the 
grandeurs of history.

“We used to ‘turn backs’ in order 
to insure equitable division of the 
food, The eook would put the hoosh 
into the pannikine and arrange the 
biscuits in four heaps. When we were 
all satisfied that the food had been 
divided as fairly as possible, one man 
would turn his back, and another, 
pointing ut one pannikin or group of 
iscuits, would) say, ‘Whose?’ The 
man who had his back turned, and 
herefore could not see the food, would 
give a name, and so the distribution 
would proceed, each of us always 
feeling sure that the smallest share 
had fallen to his lot. 

“During the last weeks of the jour. 
ney outwerd and the long murech back, 
when our allowance of food had been 
reduced to 20 ounces a day to each 
man, we really thought of little but 
food. We could not joke about it in 
a way that is possible to the man who 
is hungry in the ordinary sense, On 
the way back we,used to talk about 
it, but always in the serious 
manner possible, 

“We used to plan out the enormous 
menls that we proposed to have when 
we got back to the ship, and later to 
civilization, We used to tell each 
other, with perfect seriousness, about 
the new dishes that we had thought 
of, and if the dish met with general 
approval there would be a chorus of, 
‘Ah!
